Senator Sherman repudiates the utter 
ances of statements as to the McKinley 
Law, attributed to him in an interview 
published in a New York newspaper 
Speaking to a United Press reporter in 
Washington City Wednesday he said 

"There is nothing in any statement I 
have made about the election or the Mc 
Kinley Law that can be construed in any 
way as a reflection upon the distinguished 
Republican whose name the act bears. 
On the contrary, I look upon tbe recent 
elections aa an indorsement or the gen- 
eral Protection policy or the Republican 
party; and the McKinley Act is the best 
expression of that policy this country baa 
in. It is, perhaps, not perfect- 
few Tariffs are— but its whole tenor and 
purpose must meet the sanction and ap 
proval of Republicans When it comes 
to tbe question of schedules, tbe details 
of such a measure, there may be an bon 
difference of opinion aa to Low bigb 
or how low certain ratea should be placed 
There were items in tbe Republican act 
ujion which some thought the duty too 
high; but every man in that great party 
consfdeted tbe McKinley Act, as a whole 
aa representative of tbe general policy of 
tbe party that enacted it Inlo law. The 
laat election must justly, therefore, be ac- 
cepted aa a general indorsement of tbe

FOREST FIRE. 

Colorado Mining Camps Swept by 
Destructive Flames. 



All Buildings at CampTalcott Burned 
Except Stamp Mill. 



Hot i hick. Col., Nov. 10.— A forest fire, 
which was started from a camp fire 
Wednesday evening, has been raging 
all uight and Thursday north of the 
mining camp of Gold Hill, a town of 
about five hundred inhabitants, fifteen 
miles northwest. Tbe timber is as dry 
as powder, and a fierce wind hurried it 
over five miles of dense timber in a 
short time. Fifty people came into 
Boulder Thursday afternoon in wagons 
from Gold Hill. They report that bus- 
iness men and miners were hastily car- 
rying what goods and property they 
could into the mining tunnels, and had 
abandoned any hope of saving their 
stores arid dwellings. 

A courier arrived at Houltler at 1:30 
p. m. reporting that all the buildings at 
( amp Talcott, a short distance from 
Gold Hill, were burned, except the 



heveral ranch houses were burned 
Thursday morning, two men named 
Ehler and Seaman being badly burned, 
but escaped with the lives. 

At 3 p. m. the fire was spreading to- 
ward the town of Copper Rock. The 
gravity of the case is fully appreciated 
here in Houlder, and the utmost ex- 
citement prevails. It is believed many 
camps will be burned. The residents 
of Gold Hill who have not come 
Houlder have assembled on the top of 
Horsefel mountain, and are watching 
the progress of the devouring flame 
as it eats .their former homes. The 
wind is blowing furiously, and drives 
the fire before it U* large sheets of 
flames.
